Six Meters 


This spring’s sporadic E season yielded some of the best openings 
ever witnessed by west coast stations. To the right is the listing of 
entities worked and who worked them. Note that Bill, N6WS nearly 
worked half of a DXCC... in only a few months! Also note that Peter, 
NOFW has a distinct advantage (HIHI). 


The chart below shows the times the band was open to the various 
regions. Note that EC stands for openings to the East Coast. It is a 
double hop as is most of the Caribbean, Central America, and 
Northern South America. 


This season started off very slowly. In fact, if it were not for a few 
days the country count would be much lower. Of, course the June 
22nd opening to Europe was the big one. There were a few big 
openings to Asia but Taiwan and the Philippines were absent! Fur- 
thermore only a few Chinese stations were active. There were sev- 
eral Korean stations. The longest opening ran about 4 hours. Like- 
wise, the Caribbean openings were more than a few. The longest 
opening was the most absent. Locals copied CM2RSV and 9Y4S for 
hours. During other openings many stations were present including 
St. Lucia, Bonaire, Grenada and Barbados which never made it to 
Southern California. We did catch openings deep into South Amer- 
ica, CE and LU in March and April during the Trans-equatorial sea- 
son. Typically they are more represented later in the season which 
did not happen. 


The only Pacific openings over the 4 years have been to Hawaii.

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The charts on this page are the openings recorded 
over the last 4 years by date. Note that the majority 
of openings are around the summer solstice on June 
20". The March and April openings are the TE open- 
ings mentioned earlier. 


For clarity the main chart was broken down into re- 
gions. Note the infrequent openings to Europe. Most 
have been very brief. OZ1DJJ worked 2 stations and 
JW7QIA worked 4 stations then they were gone. 0 
The rule of thumb is to be there. This takes persis- 
tence. 


We had two days, July 2™ and 12", that were long 
and yielded many QSOs. This has been common 
over the 4 years. 


The Caribbean and South American openings have 
been short but frequent. Again, the usual entities, 
CO, FG, HC, HK, KP2, PY, TG, TI, VP9, YV, YS, 


The Asian openings this year were by large short. ill 
and ZF are available a lot. Ore te eg 
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When the solar cycle has its upswing we will have 

an opportunity to see if F2 assists sporadic E open- 
ings. This enhancement will probably happen early 
in the season. The later into the season absorption 
eliminates F2 propagation just like HF propagation. 


Hopefully next year sporadic E propagation will con- 
tinue. As word gets out there possibly will be more 
activity and countries. 


Maybe next year we will begin looking into moon 
bounce! 
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30 Meter Dipole Project 
Bill Shell, N6WS 


| recently removed my SteppIR DB36 to put up a smaller lighter 
beam. | was considering several antennas that met the require- 
ments of covering bands 40m thru 10m. The replacement beam | 
settled on was a JK Antennas 6BA-JK. It has 2-elements on 40m 
and 20m thru 10m. The only problem is it skips 30m. 


To cover 30m, | considered making a 30m/60m trap quarter-wave 
sloper or buying a 30m dipole or 2-element beam. But, then | re- 
membered some of the antenna parts | had in my garage. In 1998 
Cushcraft dropped their X9 tribander from production. When that 
happened, Ham Radio Outlet had a sale on the X9 40m kit (X940) 
for $119. | had this wild idea about extending the boom and adding a 
second driven element to their XM240. So, | bought an XM240 and 
two of the X940 kits from HRO while they were on sale. The two 
driven elements would give me the bandwidth to cover the SSB and 
CW segments of 40m. | also considered adding a director, and make 
ita 3-element 40m beam, but those projects never got started. 


Now, 22 years later, | had these X940 kits still in the original boxes in 
my garage. These elements are used in the Cushcraft XM240 2- 
element beam and D-40 dipole. They could easily be converted to a 
30m dipole saving me $400-$600 for a 30m dipole or $1,200-$1,500 
for a 2-element 30m beam. 


With a near 40ft overall length, | thought | could easily remove the 
loading coil and make a full half-wave dipole. While going through the = 
model, | noticed that removing the loading coil and leaving the capaci- = 
tive hats in-place the antenna would be resonant just below the 30m 
band. All| would have to do is shorten the element tips to be reso- 
nant at 10.125 MHz. With that realization, it was an easy task to re- 
move the loading coils, and replace them with a length of aluminum 
tubing. | decided to press on with the modification. 


| assembled the dipole, and per my EZNEC model. As a test, | iM Bae 
shorted across the loading coil, shortened the element tips, and with the antenna at a height of 40 inches, 
it was resonant at 9.95 MHz. That was a little lower than | was expecting, but when it is elevated to 61ft, 
the resonance will raise in frequency. 


The first test with the antenna on top of my 39 ft lift resulted in a resonance at 10.120 MHz. On the air 
tests showed the dipole was working fairly well. | made three fast contacts with a VE5 and an N1 station, 
and then with a JA station long path. That was enough testing to convince me the antenna was work- 
ing. | will mount it between and parallel to the booms of my 7-element M2 6m beam and the 6BA-JK HF 
antenna with about 6ft spacing above and below it.
